SHORTAGE 


Little Hope of 


Improvement

JERUSALEM 

In a frank broadcast to the people 
of Israel this week, Dr. Dov Joseph, 
the Minister of Trade and Industry, 
said bluntly that there was no hope 
of any great improvement in 
countrys supply situation. He pro- 
mised, however, that in view of the 
critical food position, the Government 
would give priority to its foreign 
exchange allocations for the purchase 
of limited amounts of essential food. 

Appealing to the public for co-opera- 
tion and understanding, the Minister 
expressed the view that allocations already 
earmarked for imports would prevent the 
food situation from deteriorating during 
the winter. The Government, he said, 
would attempt to imecrease agricultural 
production by diverting immigrant labour 
trom public works projects to agricultural 
Activities. He gave an assurance that 
every effort would be made to ensure the 


equitable distribution of frum and vege- 
tables throughout the country. 
Attacking the black market which. he 


said, had led to “ cconomic anarchy.” 
Dr. Joseph declared that the most eflec- 
tive way of defeating such activities was 
through the co-operation of the. public.

U.N. COMMISSION REJECTS ISRAELI VIEWS

PARIS 

The United Nations Palestine Concilia- 
rion Commission has given an evasive 
reply to Israel's. strong protest concern- 
ine Arab defiance of Armistice Agree- 
mems. and Security Council rulings 
lreported in last week's issue of Txt 
JewisH CHRONICLE]. 

In its latem ‘ecter to the Israeli delega- 
tion. dated Oc:ober 18, the Commission 
made no attempt io deny the Israeli 
charge tha: the Arabs were seeking to 
subsiituie a dec'aracion of implicit ill-will 
for the pedge of good will, which, the 
Commiss.on originally insisted, must be 
the starting pom of genuine peace 
deliberations, The jeuer confined itself 
‘oO an assurince that (he Commission, in 
accepiing the Arab text. woud not 
bes ow legal validity on the Arab atii- 
tude of defiance to United Nations 
obligations

The Israeli answer has not been pub- 
lished, but | understand it emphasised 
chat no amount of assurances from. the 
Comm ssion cou'd alter the ominous 
meaning of the Arab declaration. hk 
hinted that the Commission, instead of 
exerting pressure on Israel io swallow 
an Arab declaration of ill-will, shou'd 
use its influence with the Arabs to obtain 
from th m an authentic pledge of non- 
ageress.on. 

A meeting between the Israelis and the 
Commission has been arranged for to-day 
(Friday) when new instructions are 
expected from Mr. Morhe Sharett, who 
held consuliations with the Israc'! 
de'egation here this week before returning 
to Jerusalem. The meeting will proceed 


to discuss the non-aggression preamble. 
Meanwhile the Arabs have acknow- 
‘edged that they are satisfied with the 
Commission's efforts to appease them. 
In terms which are very remote from 
the Arab League's ravings for “ internal! 
consumption,” the head of the Jordan 
delegation has addressed the following 
‘etter to the Commission: “I am happy 
to see that the preliminary stage has 
been done away with in°a way which 
gives us Satisfaction, and my delegation 
is especially happy to note that the 
Commission is now ready to examine 
the proposals with the d:legations.” 


The Arabs met the Commission on 
Wednesday to hear “detailed explana- 
tions of its five-noint neacce oronosals. 


With the apparent intention of frighi- 
enint Israel into surrender, the Com- 
mission has inp. mated unofficially that 
unless Israe! azrees lo open negoliations 
on the Arabs’ terms, the responsibility 
for miscarr-age of cthe peace conference 
wi! be heid to rest with the Jews and 
not wah the Arabs.

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THE WIZO WORLD 
CONFERENCE 


Report on Disputes 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The dissensions which occurred 
at the 12th World Conference of 
the Women's International Zionist 
Organisation, recently concluded in 
Jerusalem, and the main problems 
which face the Wizo in the near 
future, were referred to at a press 
conference held by the Federation of 
Women Zionists of Great Britain and 
Ireland, at 107, Gloucester Place, W.1, 
on Friday of last week. 

Reports on the conference were given 
by members of the British delegation. 
Mrs. Tina Bloch, Chairman of the 
Federation, presided. 

Mrs. Olga Alman (member of the 
newly elected Wizo executive) said that 
the decision of Mrs. Edwin Samuel, the 
Chainman, and five other members of the 
retiring executive, not io stand for 
re-election was not the resuk of any clash 
of personalities. 

Hitherto, she said. each World Con- 
ference cleoted the executive, who them- 
selves chose thei officers, including: the 
Chairman. A special Constituvonal 
Committee, however, proposed to the 
conference, among other changes (which 
were made necessary by the transfer 
of the Wizo head office from London to 
Jerusalem), that the Chainman of the 
executive should be clected directly by the 
oonference. This suggestion—from which 
‘wo committee members had" dissented 

was rejected in a secret ballot of the 
conference. Mrs. A'man said ‘that if the 
oroposal had been adopted the principle 
of collective responsibility of the execu- 
‘we as a whole would have been violated 
by placing addtional power and 
responsibility in the office of Chairman. 


Expulsion of Moetzet Hapoalot 


Commenting on the .cxpulsion from 
Wizo of the Moetzet Hapoalot (Counc! 
of Jewish Working Women), Mrs. Alman 
said that they found it anomalous to 
have on the executive and on the con- 
ferences of a non-party organisation such 
as Wizo was, representatives of a party 
organisation, Mocizet Hapoalot had 
hecame closely idemified wih Mapai. A 
new amendmem to the constHution 
vated that only Federations of Women 
Zionists could be consttuem bodies of 
Wizo, and only non-party Jewish 
women’s Organisations, which were 
engaged in practicd! work for Israel, 
could join.in as associated bodies. 

Mrs. Abman added that co-opera- 
won with Moetzet Hapoalot in mainiain- 
ing their jointly administered agricultural 
ostuuthons would continuc. 

Mrs. Daphne Siecff stated that the Wizo 
budget for 1951-52 
£1.263,.000. of which one-third would be 
covered by the Isracli Wize Federation. 
The funds of Wizo im the Diaspora must 
rise by 25 per cent if the work, which 
Wizo was conducting in, and for, Israel, 
was not to be curtailed. 

Mrs. Regina Kissman also spoke. 

in reply to questions, « was stated that 
out of the 180,000 members of Wizo, 
over 30,000 were Israelis.

HEBREW EDUCATION 
IN THE DIASPORA 


Department's Programme 
in Britain 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Preparations are under way for 
convening early in January a confer- 
ence in London of the European and 
North African Committees of the 
Jewish Agency Department for 
Education and Culture in _ the 
Diaspora to consider plans fom 
intensifying Hebrew cultural activities 
among the respective Jewish com- 
munities. Mr. Hayim Greenberg, 
head of the Department, is expected 
to attend. 


Meanwhile a comprehensive pro- 
gramme of activities im Britain and 
Ireland has been drawn up for the 
coming season by the British branch of 
the Department. lis Director, Mr. Levi 
Geriner, who is also Education Secretary 
of the Zionist Federation, told me that a 
course of advanced Hebrew studies for 
adults would be conducted ai the Anglo- 
Isracli Club, London, every Thursday 
by Mr. Josef Weisz, a graduate of the 
Hebrew University and expert on modern 
Hebrew incrature, who is now in this 
coumry doing research work One 
week-cnd seminar will also be held in 
London every momh. The syllabus will 
include Bib'e studies, modern Hebrew 
literature, a lecture course on Chassi- 
dism, and Hebrew language, both on 
the advanced and iniermediaic levels 
The tecturers will be Dr. Weisz, Dr. 
Chaan Rabin, of Oxford University, and 
Mr. Gertner. kt is hoped that Mr. I. 
Wartski and other scholars will be guest 
lecturers. 


Teachers’ Course in Israel 


The Departmem will also concern 
isch training of Hebrew 
teachers. Plans are being considered for 
sending a group of between 50 and 60 
elementary school and kindergarten 
teachers to Jerusalem this year. The 
teachers, including ten 4rom England— 
five elementary and five kindergarten 
teachers——-are to May a year in Israel 
Sudying the Israch school system and 
pedagogic methods. 

Towards the end of the winter a 
Hebrew Month is to be organised, when 
lecture courses and seminars will be con- 
ducted in London and the provinces by 
a large number of Hebrew scholars, 
including. a leading educatiomst of the 
Hebrew University: 

In addition regular week-end seminars 
are planned in a number of provincial 
cemres, including Leeds, Manchester, 
Glasgow, and Dublin. A Hebrew semi- 
nar with lecturers from Israel will be 
organised here on a large scale, while a 
“ seminar in reverse’ will be held when 
teachers from this country will be sem 


to Jerusalem for a brief course of inten-_ 


sive traming.

CRISIS IN CLOTHING INDUSTRY | 


Over 10,000 Unemployed

~ There has been a very serious rise in 
unemployment in the clothing industry. 
| Was informed this weck by an official 
of the National Union of Tailors and 
Garment Workers that the figure of 
unemployed on September 17 was 10,000. 
and that the number had since largely 
increased, particularly in the East End. 

ve Official of the Master Ladies Tailors 
Old me that ne one in the industry can 
fecall such serious position in the 


ladies’ tailoring section. Only about five 
per cent, he said, of the mantle and 
costume factories in London were work- 
ing full tame. 

The crisis in the industry has been 
particularly fek in the East End, and 
there are large numbers of unemployed. 
While the whole clothing indusiry 
throughout the country, includong Leeds, 
has been affected, the crisis ts particularly 
grave in the ladies’ tatloring section. 

The position in the industry is 
attributed to “sales resistance" by all 
sections of the public, particularly by 
women. 


ISRAEL’S IMPORT OF 
TREFA MEAT 


Protest by Communal 
Religious Bodies

A strong protest against the import 
of trefa meat into israel was made at 
4 special meeting, convened by the 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congre- 
gations, of representatives of Orthodox 
communal organisations, held at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday. 
Rabbi Elchanan Halpern presided. 

Representatives were present from the 
United Federation of Syna- 
gogues, M izrac 1, and the Agudas Israel. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously passed 

This conference, while fully aware of the 
difficulties facing the State of Isracl in regard 
to acguiring food for the increasingly growing 
population, views with deep concern the recent 
importation and distribution of large quantities 
of trefa meat into Israc! This disregard of 
Jewish law and tradition may also endanger the 


ram of shechita and the maintenance of 
kashrut the world over. 


This conference ‘has noted with satisfaction 
that an affangcment has now been reached on 
this matter by the new Government of Icrae! 

“ This conterence carnestly hopes that funda- 
mental religious matters shall not be affected 
by party or political problems and calls. upon 
the Governmem of Israc! to make every effort 
© Maintain the fundamental traditions of our 
peopic 

“ This conference asks Jews the world over 
to assist Israc! to the utmost in overcoming the 
economic difficulties with which it is con- 
fromed."’ 

Rabbi A. Carlebach (Director of the 
Union) said the Chief Rabbi had called a 
private meeting of certam individuals. 
That meeting was concerned in gencra! 
with the question of = strengthening 
religion and religious practice not only 
in Isracl. ‘The agreement, he pointed 
ow, between Mapai and the religious 
parties (that no more trefa meat should 
be mmported) was limited in scope, 
and there was the vague phrase “* excep- 
tional circumstances.” 


Chief Rabbi's Move 


Mr. Alfred Woolf, who, wuh Mr. 
Alfred Silverman, represented the Unied 
Synagogue, strongly ureed that if they 
were going to do anythmmg in Anglo- 
Jewry they mus do it a unied 
from. As the Chief Rabbi had already 
set his hands to this task. « would be 
wrong for that conference to act 
unvaterally—without consultation wh 
him. It was mo secret that the Chief 
Rabbi was setiing up a special sub-com- 
mittee to investigate not only the 
mportaiion of trefa meat, but the other 
matters about which religious Jews 4a’! 
over the world complained. 

Dr. J. Braude, who is the Chairman 
of the Orthodox Group on the Board 
of Deputies, said unless. he received 
an assurance from the Erets Israel Com- 
mittee Of the Board that they would do 
something in this matter, he would move 
a resolution at the Board. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, J.P., said. the 
Hon. Officers were in agreement with the 
general trend of the discussion. It was 
quite clear that not only did they wel- 
come other efforts in this direction, but 
they were very happy that the Chief 
Rabbi had taken the initiative. 

Rabbi Sperber drew atiention to the 
importation of trefa meat imo Israel by 
charitable institutions in this country. 

The meeting decided that the resolu- 
tion should be presented to the Chef 
Rabbi by a member of each -of the 
orgarisations represented at that meet- 
ing and that they should discuss with 
him the bes use that he could make 
of it.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A NEW BEGINNING 


OLL back the Torah Scroll to 
R the very beginning. Begin again 

the immortal, unending story 
from the start, even from Bereshit. 
For this is none other than the 
Sabbath of Beginning. 

Take also your life's scroll and 
unwind it again. You wrote the open- 
ing chapter in youth. It was instinct 
with the beauty of promise, like the 
dawn of a bright day. It was a pericope 
of zest and zeal and high aspiration. 
You had faith in your world, in your- 
self, in your God: the sun was riding 
to the zenith. Drink again the strong 
wine of youth’s courageous adventure. 
Let your heart throb once more to 
the tempo of fearless endeavour 
spurred by trresistible idealism—the 
New Thought of the New Age. 

It is no coincidence that Shabbat 
Bereshit follows hard on the heels of 
the High Festivals. Rosh Hashana 
stirred you with its Shofar-call of 
awakening. It was a spiritual reveille, 
which roused you momentarily even 
from the deep slumber of your leth- 
aregy. from the cynical mood of 
disillusionment that displaced your 
idealistic fervour. 

It is true you dismissed the thoughts 
as sentimentality. But it happened 
again on the Atonement’ Dav. Kol 
Nidre .. . what witchcraft is there in 
those old melodies that they so unman 
one” Neila, too, cast its mystic spell 
over you. Was it temporary weakness 


‘ due to fasting, or was it the avalanche 


of forgotten recollections belonging to 
an old parental home that over- 
whelmed you so”? 


You recall all this? Then start 

afresh. Do not be daunted. Shabbat 
Bereshit speaks to your aching heart. 
“In the beginning the earth 
was unformed and void, and darkness 
was upon the face of the deep © (Gen.

The worshippers at the West London

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THE YOUTH MOVEMENTS (1) 


By JOSEPH FINKLESTONE 


this country is rarely criticised 

and even more rarely praised. 
Competent observers of Jewish youth 
have long regretted this fact, for the 
many Organisations which cater for 
sections of our youth have a fund of 
experience which is unparalicled in 
the whole of the Diaspora. They 
have reached a certain maturity, and 
the rdlegthey play jn the preservation 
of Anglo-Jewish life is far greater than 
is commonly realised. 

Those who are intimately connected 
with the. organisation of the youth 
movements find it strange that the 
youth movements are taken so little 
into account: in discussions on the 
future of the community. The notion 
that the Anglo-Jewish youth move- 
ment is of importance only as an 
agent for the physical and social wel- 
fare of our youth misses its most 
Significant aspect—the work for the 
preservation of Jewish consciousness 
among the youth. It is hardly to be 
denied that the youth organisations 
have, by force-of circumstances, taken 
on a revolutionary role. as religious 
guides in proportion to the failure of 
Jewish parents to perform this task. 

There is another aspect of the 
Anglo-Jewish youth movement which 
is too often lost sight of, and that is 
the way in which the divisions in the 
community are mirrored, with éven 
greater sharpness, among the youth. 
Any hope that tn the future there will 
be the possibility of greater unity in 
Anglo-Jewry becomes more and more 
unrealistic as the different sections of 
our youth are ever more tightly 
organised in their different move- 
ments, and the occasions when they 
meet become ever rarer. The split is 
not only along political lines, but 
even more seriously on religious lines. 


Role of the A.J.Y. 


_ The Association for Jewish Youth 
is the largest single non-Zionist 
organisation, and because of its 
experience and influence it has a 
special place not only in the com- 
munity but in the general youth move- 
ment in the country. It has a record 
of over half a century of uninterrupted 
work. Over 140 clubs and units are 
associated with or affiliated to it, and 
there is a combined membership of 
more than 13,000. The A.J.Y. caters 
for boys and girls from ‘under the age 
of 13-—1there ate 15 specifically junior 
clubs—to over 19. In London the 
A.J.Y. is particularly strong, and it 
is estimated that over half of all 
Jewish adolescents belong to clubs 
affiliated to the organisation. In the 
provinces the A.J.Y: is still rather 
weak. 

Although it is often suggested that 
the East End, with its decreasing 
Jewish population, has too many 
clubs, A.J.Y. officials take the view 
that there js not much redundancy. 
They believe that there is a likelihood 


Ti Jewish youth movement in 


of many Jews returning to the area 
as the local councils complete their 
housing schemes, and they also point 
out that most of the Jewish clubs have 
large memberships. 

Nevertheless, it is agreed that there 
is one club too many in the East End, 
and there is the possibility that one 
famous club will move away from the 
district. In comparison, Stamford 
Hill and Clapton are still quite 
inadequately served by clubs. This is 
a problem of. first-rate importance. 
The sight of young Jewish adolescents 
standing at street corners or crowding 
the cafés is not a pleasant one, and 
action would have to be taken to give 
them the opportunity of joining an 


. Organised youth movement. 


Admittance of Gentile Youth 


The problem whether to admit non- 
Jewish youth to Jewish clubs is stil! 
a pressing one, and it is a pity that a 
more consistent attitude had not been 
shown by the clubs. It is true that 
a Gentile youth wanting to join a 
Jewish club is told that one of the 
club's aims is the inculcation of 
Judaism ; but it is the more paradox- 
cal that the club then proceeds to 
admit him or her. It is only fair to 
say that the number of clubs which 
admit non-Jews is decreasing and that 
one hears less the argument that 
Jewish clubs should not practise 
discrimination. 

The A.J.Y. clubs which have. been 
springing up all over London have 
less experience than the clubs in the 
Fast End, and they also suffer from 
lack of leaders. The muddle-class 
youth in these clubs do not seem to 
attract leaders as did the poor Jewish 
youth in the past. This js a social 
phenomenon which likely to 
hecome ever more striking. Youth 
leaders from the universities and the 
professions felt that they had a 
mission to the poor youth of the East 
End, and it is of .great importance that 
they should be made to realise that 
the apparently prosperous and well- 
looked-after adolescents the 
suburbs need guidance and help as 
much—and perhaps even more. 


Increasing Membership 


There can be no doubt that there 
is an imcreasing tendency for young 
Jewish girls and boys to join youth 
movements, as is shown by the 
increased membership of many 
organisations. It is equally true that 
the youth are more ready to accept 
guidance from their youth leaders 
than was the case in the past. 

In proportion as parents have 
decreased the amount of religious 
guidance that they give to the children 
and the synagogues have lost their 
direct influence on the youth, so have 
the clubs become centres for the 
preservation of Judaism. This is not 
only true of the’ A.J.Y. but of all 
other organisations. Among the non- 
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Zionist organisations the AJ.Y. has 
been most successful in this respect, 
because of the work of Mr. Henry 
Shaw, the Religious Director. 

Mr. Shaw's work has been of quite 
outstanding importance. The methods 
he adopted have a special significance. 
He has evolved a system of indirect 
leadership and guidance in religion, 
and its very success gives a hint of the 
weaknesses and strength among 
modern Jewish youth. It is an indirect 
method of tuition. About 20 young 
men and women have been appointed 
as club Ministerial Officers, whose duty 
it is to start groups for the study of 
Jewish history and customs and the 
Hebrew language. Encouragement ts 
given to discussions on all aspects of 
Jewish life, and in this way a real love 
of Judaism and Jewish traditions has 
been engendered. 

It is no criticism of the religious 
work in the A.J.Y. clubs to point out 
that the religious knowledge is often 
so shallow and inadequate, and that 
so much apathy is shown by Jewish 
youth. One can justly regret that 
there is so littl knowledge about 
Israel among the generality of A.J.Y. 
youth, but the work of the Religious 
Director is beginning to bear fruit. 
There are genuine instances of Jewish 
customs beng brought back to Jewish 
homes at the insistence of children 
who first understood the beauty and 
greatness of Jewish traditions from 
the teaching at their clubs. This 
religious work is of such importance 
that one would like to see the United 
Synagogue, which is already associated 
with the Youth Ministerial Officers, 
and other synagogal organisations, 
take a more active part in this work. 

The strength of the A.J.Y. hes in its 
long experience and the fact that it 
still possesses the best trained youth 
leaders. Its great weakness is the 
lack of sufficient financial support 
from the community. As a result of 
this, many schemes, such as the 
acquisition of playing fields and the 
increase of educational services, have 
had to be curtailed. The A.J.Y. 
receives small subsidies from. the 
Ministry of Education and the King 
George Jubjlee Trust, which are of 
considerable help to the organisation. 
The community will, however, have 
to give much greater financial support 
if the A.J.Y. is even to maintain the 
present scope of its work. 

Phe other major non-Zionist organi- 
sations which take an interest in Israel 
are the Union: of Young Israel 
Societies and the Federation of Jewish 
Youth Societies. These two organisa- 
tions are closely associated with each 
other. Both have rather declined in 
strength, but they still possess many 
active clubs with strong memberships. 
The Federation has played a major 
role in the stimulation of a love of 
the theatre and of literature through 
its: annual essay, drama, and oratory 
competitions. The organisations have 
competent leadership at the top, but 
there has been considerable difficulty 
in maintaining the level of member- 
ship.

. GERMAN NEO-NAZI PAPERS

played at Any newspaper kiosk in 

Western Germany it is the sensa- 
tional stories about the Nazis-—inti- 
mate revelations about the Nazi heroes 
and war criminals—rather than books 
on Nazi ideology that appeal to the 
German reading public. Sensations 
have always sold better than ideas. 
But there is something in the nature 
of extreme nationalism in Germany 
which makes it a hopeful competitor 
in the readers’ market. Closely inter- 
woven as it is with abuse, aggression, 
and arrogance and the claim that “ we 
are not as bad as the others,” it 
seldom fails to impress the frustrated, 
malevolent individuals whose numbers 
grow in times of dissatisfaction and 
uncertainty. 

Neo-Nazism, whose growth in 
recent months has shocked the world, 
has its psychological roots. in these 
conditions. Its newspapers cannot, as 
yet, be described as prosperous. They 
come and go, cither lacking tn staying 
power or, as in the case of the REICHs- 
ZEITUNG, the organ of Remer's 
Socialist Reich Party (S.R.P.), they are 
banned by the authorities. Yet such 
papers quickly reappear. 


Real Aims Disguised 


The REICHSZEITUNG was replaced 
by another S.R.P. paper, the 
less presump- 
tuous than its predecessor in its lay- 
out, but just as venomous in its con- 
tents. It is printed in Hamburg, as 
was the REICHSZPITUNG, and it does 
not bother to conceal the fact that 
its address—P.O.B. 621——is the same 
as its predecessors. Like the REICHS- 
ZEITUNG, it has four pages. It devotes 
most of its space to news of the S.R.P., 
though it also makes excursions into 
the sphere of foreign policy. 

It has published what were 
described as the aims. of _ the 
“ National Opposition "the extreme 
political Right-—but anyone looking to 
the REICHSZEITUNG or similar papers 
for elucidation on this or any other 
point will be bitterly disappointed. 
All these papers are careful to disguise 
their real aims, as they are anxious 
to acquire a reputation for respecta- 
bility and “democratic” reliability 
before the Federal Constitutional 
Court tests their legality. 

In June two new papers began pub- 
lication: one, _ the DEUTSCHER 
BEOBACHTER, in Hamburg, the other, 
the DevutscHe Wocne, in Munich. 
They were not identified with any of 
the existing parties. The Hamburg 
paper has, of course, imitated the 
name of the notorious Nazi paper, the 
VOLKISCHER BEOBACHTER. Its layout, 
too, is similar. But its policy is not 
quite the same. Both the DeuTSCHER 
BeoBACHTER and the DEUTSCHE 
WocHeE are making a_ distinct 
endeavour to build a bridge between 
East and West. Criticism is directed

against the Western Powers rather 
than against Soviet Russia. Both papers 
represent a brand of “ Nationa! Bol- 
shevism,” which may well become the 
real danger in a Germany equipped 
with increased bargaining power. 

The picture of Germany's nationalist 
press would not be complete if it did 
not include a word about the revival! 
of the powerful ex-Servicemen’s 
organisations. Even before the various 
“Soldiers Leagues” united and 
formed the German Soldiers’ League, 
the DeuTscHE SOLDATEN ZEITUNG 
(German Soldiers’ Newspaper),- was 
being published at Passau, in Bavaria. 
its slogan is “ For Honour, Right and 
Freedom, European Security § and 
Comradeship.” 


Freedom from Interference 


While little can be said against this 
slogan, jt must be pointed out tha: 
“Honour” here means unqualified 
restoration of the honour of the Ger- 
man Army, which was so badly shat- 
tered by its participation in Nazi mis- 
deeds; “ Right” means equal righis 
for the independent German Army of 
the future; and “Freedom” means 
freedom from foreign interference. 
No, this soldiers’ paper does 
testify to a spirit which one would 
like to prevail in any army having a 
say in the future of the free world. 
But it is a stern warning of what can 
be expected if Wise precautions are 
not taken before Germany is rearmed. 

None of the above-mentioned 
papers has, as yet, been guilty of 
overt antisemitism. ._ They show, it is. 
true, a remarkable eagerness to detect 
alleged irregularities on the part of 
Jews, as, for instance, in the Auerbach 
affair, and they are reluctant to admit 
German responsibility for Nazi crimes 
against the Jews. They are concerned 
with the fate of the Arab refugees, but 
ignore the plight of the D.P.s who 
were the victims of the Nazis. 

The papers, particularly those of 
the S.R.P., do not hide their allegiance 
to the Third Reich. What the leader- 
writers do not yet dare to say, is said 
in the “ Letters to the Editor ™ column. 

Paper, a German proverb says, is 
patient. It cannot protest when it is 
made to impart opinions that would 
revive the most devilish policy ever 
devised by man. But paper is also 
durable. It stays and bears evidence 
when the evanescent sound of words 
has long faded.

THE PRESS OF ISRAEL 


From a Special Correspondent 

For its size and population Israel 
has the largest number of publications 
in the whole world. The Israel Press 
Guide, compiled and published this 
year by the Collective Subscription 
Agency, shows a total of 238 journals. 
This is apart from the 46 periodicals 
published by the Government and the 


Israeli Defence Army, and the 40 
journals published by the Jewish 
Agency and the orld Zionist 
Organisation. 


There are 18 daily newspapers. Of 


these, I1 are published in Hebrew and 
the rest in French (EcHo 
Arabic (ki Yom), Bulgarian § (Far), 


German (Yepror CHADASHOT and Yepio1 
Hayom) English (JerusaLem Post), and 
Hungarian (Us Kever). 

In the newly published survey of the 
world press by Unesco, the total circu- 
laion of the daily papers is given as 
248,000. The Hebrew dailies are sated 
io have a circulation of 180,600. 

A number of the best-known daily 
papers. are either the organs of, or 
associated with, political parties and 
trade unions. Davar is the official organ 
of the Histadrut and Hapor of Mapai. 
Hapoxer follows General Zionist policy, 
Harzorem that of Mizrachi, and AL 
HamisHMaR that of the United Workers’ 


Party (Mapam). 


The Independent Journals 


The independent daily press has, how- 
ever, won an honoured place im Isracl. 
HAARETZ sometimes referred to as The 
lunes of Israel.” Other products of 


odependem Israeli journaliem are the 
wo evening papers, Maariv. and 
Yenprot ACHRANOT. 

Among the foreign language daily 


papers the premier place is taken by 
ihe JerusaLem (lormerly Palestine) Post. 
it ss un the field of weekly and bi-weekly 
newspapers that Israel shows the most 
astonishing variety. There are over 60 
of these periodicals, and while most are 
published in Hebrew, others are prinied 
Enghsh (Business Dioest, Worx. 
eic.). Polish, Yiddish, Rumanian. Hun- 
varian, Yugoslavian, German, Bulgarian, 
French, Czechoslovakian, and Ladino. 
Yiddish periodicals, despite alicged 
discouragement from some §Isracli 
quarters, appear to be well established. 
Judged by British standards, the Isracli 
press is very young indeed. The first 
newspaper, Torat ZION, appeared in 
‘862, and was followed a year later by 
Hatpanon. The first daily newspaper, 
Hoar, which had previously been pub- 
lished twice a week, appeared as late as 
1908. tt owed its appearance to that 
editor and publicist, Eliezer 
ben Yehuda.

AMERICAN NON-ZIONISTS REVOLT 


From WILLIAM ZUKERMAN 


New York 
S was to be expected, the crucial 
World Zionist Congress held in 
Jerusalem recently not only 
stirred the Zionist world but affected 
also the non-Zionist. Zionism has, 
for the last few generations, been so 
much a part of Jewish life that any 
radical change within it was bound to 
affect the rest of the Jewish social 
body. The attempt made at the Jeru- 
salem Congress to anchor Zionism 
to extreme Israeli nationalism could 
not pass without affecting profoundly 
the rest of the Jewish world. The first 
repercussions were felt at the annual 
meeting of the Executive of the 
American Jewish Committee, held in 
Chicago earlier this month. 


A.J.C. Leaders’ Statements 


For the first time in many years 
clear and bold speeches were 
delivered from the platform of the 
usually conservative, respectable, and 
cautious American Jewish Committee. 
For the first tfme in a decade 
the leaders of the Committee spoke 
with great force about their relation- 
ship with Israel and Zionism, and at 
no time before has the distinction 
between the position of the Com- 
mittee and that of official Zionism 
heen stated with greater precision. In 
more than one sense the Chicago 
mecting was a reply to the Jerusalem 
Congress. It will probably go down 
as a memorable date in the history of 
American Jewry, marking the first 
open break of American non-Zionists 
in their partnership with Zionism. 
In this respect the Jerusalem Congress 
has done a great service to American 
Jews—it has helped to crystallise the 
position of a considerable section of 
American Jewry which hitherto had 
been known primarily for its vague- 
ness, uncertainty, and vacillation. 

Mr. Jacob Blaustein, President of 
the American Jewish Committee, told 
the conference: 

“American Jews fully reject the idea that 
they are in exile” Axiomatic that

More explicit still were the resolu- 
tions adopted by the conference and 
submitted by Mr. Joseph M. 
Proskauer, a former Judge of the New 
York Supreme Court. He said: 

“ We oppose as completcly false and wun- 
realistic any view that American Jews can be 
convinced that Israci is the only place where 
Jews can live in security and dignity. We reject 
the notion, from whatcver source i emanates, 
that American Jews are in any sense * cxiles.’ 
We applaud the action of those American Jews 
at the recent World Zionist Congress who also 
rejected this notion 

“We affirm that the carrying out of educa- 
tional programmes among Annrcrican Jews is 
solely the responsibility of American institu- 
thons We oppose any activity under non- 
American sponsorship for objectives inconsis- 
tent with the views hercin and heretofore 
expressed by us. While we favour liberal aid 
t Israel in accordance with policies adopted 
by this Committec, we oppose the use of funds 
collected for such aid being diverted for pro- 
grammes and activities in America not con 
sistent with these views.” 

Not since the days of the late Jacob 
Schiff and Louis Marshall had such 
strong words been heard on a plat- 
form of the American’ Jewish Com- 
mittee. 


Significant Trend 


There is, however, a greater signifi- 
cance to this event than is indicated 
in the speeches and resolutions. It 
is the glimpse that it afforded of a 
change in the mood and trends of 
American Jewry which, if of a perma- 
nent character, may mark a new era 
in the history of post-war American 
Jewry. For the American Jewish 
Committee js the leading American 
Jewish organisation of so-called non- 
Zionist Jews, a unique term invented 
by Dr. Weizmann when the Jewish 
Agency was formed. According to 
this term, a non-Zionist ts a person 
who is opposed to the nationalistic 
principles of Zionism, yet supports the 


Zionist Movement because of its 
humanitarian and philanthropic 
aspects. He differs from the anti- 


Zionist in that he is willing to over- 
look what he considers the negative 
aspects of the Movement because of 
its positive achievements, and to sacri- 
fice his own inner convictions for the 
benefits he can derive from a partner- 
ship of convenience of this type. 

It was only a man of the genius of 
Dr. Weizmann who could “ sell” such 
an idea to American Jews of the type 
belonging to the American Jewish 
Committee—-which was formed 45 
years ago to promote the complete 
into American 
life—and then proceed to embody this 
idea into the organisational form of 
the Jewish Agency. 


Uniform Outlook 


But it is one thing to sell an idea and 
another to make it work. It did not 
take long before the  non-Zionists 
were completely submerged by the 
Zionists and the American Jewish 
Committee lost its most distinctive 
character and became an appendage 
of the Zionist Movement, one of its 
chief financial supporters and its 
political advocate. By the time the 
Jewish State was established there was 
little difference between the A.J.C. 
and the Zionist Organisation of 
America in their outlook on most 
Jewish problems. The entire Ameri- 
can Jewish community had become 
uniform in its intellectual and ideo- 
logical aspects, dominated, if not con- 
trolled, by nationalistic theories and 
sentiments, with the Zionists as the 
major partners in every big enterprise, 
especially in fund-raising. It is true 
that this change was wrought not by 
Zionism alone: jt was helped by the 
rise of Hitlerism and the growth 
of Jewish immigration from East 
European countries. But the fact is 
that the Zionists took advantage of 
the social forces and changed the 
psychology of the American Jewish 
community almost beyond recogni- 
tion. 

The first perceptible change in the 
scene became visible soon after the 
establishment of Israel. The emer- 
gency was over. The greatest Jewish 
problem created by the Second World 
War—the displaced persons § and 
refugees—was solved. Israel was an 
established fact. The new State. to 
be sure, still needed all the financial 
and economic aid that could be given 
to it, and American Jews responded 
with amazing generosity. But a feel- 
ing was beginning to crystallise among 
American Jews, including the more 
liberal Zionists, that all the other 
claims and demands that Israel and 


the Zionists were making on Ameri- 
can Jews—clzims such as the ideologi- 
cal and nationalistic unity of ¢ 
Jewish people; demands for American 
Jewish youth to come to Israel to 
help to build up the country ; claims 
for indiscriminate political support in 
Washington on every issue that 
affected Israel ; dema for a system 
of Zionist education and propaganda 
designed to make Israel the centre of 
Jewish life in the United States ; and 
the treatment of American Jewry 4s 
a “colony ” of Israel—were beginning 
to be resented and publicly opposed 
as inconsistent with the independence 
and dignity of American Jewry and 
as a possible grave danger to the 
position of American Jews, 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Assurance 


On one occasion, in the summer of 
1950, the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, through its President, Mr. Blau- 
stein, made special representations to 
Mr. Ben-Gurion ‘on the subject of the 
relationship of American Jews to 
Isracl and obtained from him an 
assurance that he would keep out the 
more extreme forms of Israeli 
nationalism from American Jewish 
life in exchange for the huge financial 
aid that American Jews were giving 
to Israel. 

But the agreement remained mostly 
a paper one because of a very 
ingenious device. Mr. Ben-Gurion the 
Israeli Premier could, did, 
formally agree not.to propagate 
nationalistic ideologies among Ameri- 
can Jews. 
Zionist could, and did, continue the 
same course as before, and‘ at the 
last Congress he again proclaimed 
nationalism as a main task of the 
Zionist Movement. 

Mr. Blaustein issued a protest to 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, who presided 
at the Congress, against 
breach of the agreement. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion then issued another “ clarifi- 
cation,” reiterating the old promise 
that Israel would not force national- 
ism on American Jews. In short, the 
State of Israel and the World Zionist 
Organisation, although run by the 
same people, are acting as two distinct 
entities which can work in contradic- 
tion to each other. It is this that may 
break the famous partnership between 
American non-Zionists and Zionism.

As long as there was hope of 
imveigiing the Arab States into the 
Western defence alliance. it was hinted

of approaching the Arabs has been 
dropped, it is explained at the various 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisation head- 
quaners that Israel cannot, in these cir.

Greenberg. Head of the Jewish Agency's 
Department for Education and Culwre in 
the 

Mr. Beytan, Director of the Jewish 
Bureau, has agreed to 
supervise the establishment of the new 
lust tute, which is expected to open carly 
m 1952. 

‘We wish it to be a cenire of cultural 
rapprochement between Israel and 
France,” Mr. Greenberg told me in an 
imterview. As the Institute is going to be 
financed, not by the Isracli Government. 
but by the Jewish Agency with the heip 
of voluntary contributions from well- 
wishers, it will not be exactly comparable 
to the official British Council, but will 
rather follow the lines of the semi-officia!l 
Alliance Francaise. 1 understand that the 
French Foreign. Ministry regards the new 
venture with benevolent interest. 

Equipped with a_ theatre, library, 
restauram, and club facilities, the Institute 
will not only seek to promote interest for 
Israch culture among the French pubilic 
generally, but will largely devote itself 
to providing a haven for the tens of 
thousands of Jews here whom Mr. 
Greenberg aptly described as “ spirttually 
homeless.” The Institute will organise 
Hebrew courses for adults, incorporate a

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THE MIDDLE EAST 


THE past fortnight has been rich in 
unpleasant surprises for those who were 
unaware of the depth of nationalist and 
anti-Western extremism in Egypt and the 
adjoining Arab countries. It has also, by 
the inexorable process of reaction, revived 
the flagging discussion about Israel's 
position in the general defence scheme now 
being worked out by the Western Powers. 
When the 12 Atlantic Pact Foreign Ministers 


met at Ottawa in the middle of September . 


it was still generally thought that both 
problems could conveniently wait until the 
Western Powers had settled the entry of 
Turkey and Greece into the Atlantic Pact. 
But events have their own logic and 
momentum. The entry of Turkey was 
based upon the assumption that Ankara 
would be ready to act as the link between 
the Western Powers and the Arab world. 
The Turkish Government was apparently 


. willing enough, but the Western time-table 


in the event did not march with the Egyptian 
one., In Cairo the talk was of repudiating the 
Anglo-Egyptian Treaty, not of signing a new 
one, and by the time the American, British, 
French, .and Turkish Ambassadors were 
ready to submit their Governments’ joint 
invitation to Egypt to become a founder 
member of the Middle Eastern Command, 
the Wafd Government had taken the plunge 
and, unilaterally abrogating treaties. gran- 
diloquently ordered the British out of Suez 
and the Sudan. 

Israel's position in this strange complex, 
from other aspects besides the geographical, 
is dangerous, and would remain so even if 
the immediate financial difficulties were 
overcome, as no doubt they eventually will 
be. The Egyptian Government is. plainly 
making capital out of Arab resentment 
against Israel's very existence. There is a 
constant suggestion to the West, and in 
particular to the United States, that Egyptran 
friendship can be had at the price of what 
amounts to a Middle Eastern “ Munich” at 
Isracl’s expense. At the same time most Arab 
politicians seem quite ready to flirt with 
extreme Left and extreme Right forms of 
totalitarianism alternately, oblivious to 
the dangers to themselves and their own 
countries in such a policy. The obvious 
riposte would seem to be ‘an open affirma- 
tion of Israel's unbreakable ties with the 
Western world. So far the Israeli Govern- 
ment has hesitated to do this, partly from 
a natural concern over the position of the 
remaining Jewish communities behind the 
Iron Curtain, and partly from a_ well- 
intentioned but misguided ambition to 
become the Switzerland of the Middle 
East. The chief thing that still inhibits 
many of the foremost Israeli politicians in 
their search for a new orientation ts a belief 
that Israel can somehow ‘remain neutral and 
evade the choice between the West and the 
Soviet. But neutralism nowadays, especially 
in Israel's position, is a virtual impossibility, 
and it has become apparent that, in effect, 
Mir. Ben-Gurion has made the choice of 
attaching himself to the West. It is not, how- 
ever, so clear that the Western Powers have 
yet made up their minds how they can incor- 
porate Israel in their plans for the defence 
of the West. All that can be said at the 
moment, in a situation which is changing 
constantly, is that Egypt's behaviour towards 
Britain, her outright rejection of the offer 
to become a founder member of the Middle 
East command, and the support she has 
received from other Arab States cannot fail 
to improve Israel's chances to be brought 
more fully into the new organisation. The 
Arabs are again demonstrating to the world 
how little reliance can be placed upon their 


stability, while Israel, along with Turkey 


and Greece, appears as one of the solid 
elements in the Eastern Mediterranean upon 
which a reliable and strong defence system 
can be built. 


TROUBLE IN U.S.A. 


A DEEP cleavage is threatened in American 
Jewish life, following on the resolutions 
passed last week by the Executive of the 
American Jewish Committee meeting in 
Chicago. The resolutions were largely 
actuated by the repetition at the Zionist Con- 
gress in Jerusalem in August of the theory 
that all Jews living outside Israel are in a 
state of exile which will only be cured by 
final removal to Israel. In effect, they pledged 
the Committee to oppose any attempt by 
American Jews to interfere in the political 
life of Israel, and, perhaps more significant, 
to oppose the efforts of organisations not 
exclusively American—which obviously 
means “ Zionist” and is directed specifically 
against the Jewish Agency—to interfere with 
the internal affairs of American Jewry. This 
declaration has roused a storm of criticism 
and resentment in all Zionist quarters in 
America. To judge from the bitterness of 
many of the comments, the whole Zionist 
movement in that country is on the verge of 
a declaration of war against the American 
Jewish Committee, and the historic partner- 
ship in Israel's aid between “ Zionists ~ and 
“ non-Zionists ™ is on the point of dissolution. 

The most moderate of accusations, made 
by Mr. BENJAMIN J. Browpy, the President 
of the Zionist Organisation of America, 
describes the A.J.C. as now adopting an 
“ysolationist” attitude and becoming 
“ dangerously like an anti-Zionist combina- 
tion.” Mr. BARUCH ZUCKERMAN, the Presi- 


dent of the Labour Zionists of America. has’ 


resurrected the old term “ Yahudim,” the 
“assimilated Jews ~ whom he suggests the 
A.J.C. ts now attempting to win back ‘since 
their defection to the anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism. For the Mizrachi, Dr. 
PINCHOS CHURGIN, their President, has stated 
that the A.J.C. resolutions revive their old 
fear that the indivisibility of their American 
patriotism will be suspect in the eyes of non- 
Jewish Americans. An official statement 
issued by the Zionist Organisation of America 
accuses thé A.J.C.: of interfering in the 
internal affairs of Israel and characterises its 
resolutions as containing “a_ veiled threat 
directed against the Government of Israel.” 

Thus we have, in this situation, one more 
of the unfortunate fruits of the ill-considered 
claim by many leading Israelis, thoughtlessly 
echoed by Zionists in many countries, that 
the Jews in the Diaspora are doomed either 
to complete assimilation or “ liquidation,” 
the latter term meaning simply their mass 
emigration to Israel. The fallacies and 
dangers of this argument have been debated 
many.times in these columns. The “ liquida- 
tion” policy is one of despair. Apart from 
the physical impossibility of the mass 
emigration of millions of Jews to Israel and 
their absorption there, such a.policy contains 
within it the untenable theory that Judaism 
itself is dependent on the one geographical 
and political consideration of the existence 
of the State of Israel. Two thousand years of 
history ought to have disproved. that in 
advance, But the more important considera- 
tion for the moment is to help Israelis to 
avoid harming themselves and their State, 
which they will obviously do if they 
antagonise large and influential sections of 
Jewry, not only in America, by a curious 
brand of chauvinism—-for want of a better 
word—that ignores all the realities. Self- 
interest alone should force them to the 
realisation that Israel, for a long time to 
come, must depend on the physical and 
economic support of a free and prosperous 
Diaspora, 


PERETZ 


THe Jewish CHRONICLE paid its tribute to 
the great Yiddish writer PERETZ in an article 
which appeared in these columns on the 
very day of his centenary, May 25. We 
are happy to learn from reports reaching 
us from all parts of the Jewish world that 
this centenary year is to be observed not 
only as a Peretz festival but also as a stock- 
taking, fitting for the “People of the Book,” 
in regard to Yiddish literature as a whole, 
and Jewish literature in all its languages, 
not only its sister language Hebrew, but also 
English, in which so much has been, is 
being, and must continue to be written by 
Jews in England and America. For Peretz 
was never simply a Yiddishist. He was also 
a great Hebrew writer, and he wrote, too, 
in Polish, the language of his country. He 
was greatly concerned with Yiddish, because 
the masses of the Jews in Eastern Europe 
spoke and read Yiddish, but he was more 
concerned with Jewish literature, which he 


‘ 


saw as “the thousand-year-old reservoir in 
which there is faith and hope—the {forces 
that keep us alive as Jews.” In America the 
Yiddish Cultural Congress has proclaimed 
1952 Peretz Year, “to read Peretz’s work, 
to discuss his problems, his characters, and 
Yiddish and Jewish literature generally.” In 
Poland, where Peretz was born and lived 
all his life, the Centenary is being made one 
of the great events of the year, and the 
State Publishing House is issuing a new 
edition of his works. In Israel the Grafstein 
Farlag has issued a Peretz Book in Hebrew, 
Yiddish, and English. Jewish literature ts what 
Peretz called “The Golden Chain.” A 
good deal of Peretz exists in English trans- 
lation. ZANGwitt said of his “ Bontze 
Shweig ™ that it “ should be circulated by the 
million, as a model of the Jewish ideal.” 
But the great mass of Peretz’s work is still 
untranslated and unknown in English. The 
Peretz Year should be a proper occasion for 
revealing more of his great achievement in 
Jewish and world literature. Repeated com- 
plaints are made that Jews do not buy 
Jewish books, that the “ People of the Book ~ 
no longer read. Peretz Centenary Year will 
be a great date in Jewish history if it indeed 
starts that reading and discussion of Jewish 


jiterature generally which its sponsors have 


proclaimed. 


B.B.C. HEBREW SECTION 


Ir is just two years-since the B.B.C. 
inaugurated its Hebrew Section, and warm 
congratulations are due to the organisers for 
their fine achievements during this period. 
This was the first Hebrew-speaking station 
to be instituted outside Israel, and even now 
not more than two or three other countries 
have followed this fine lead by Britain. The 
programmes have been enthusiastically 
welcomed not only in Israel——for which they 
were primarily intended—but also by Jewish 
listeners throughout Europe and still farther 
afield. Particularly significant is the evidence 
that these broadcasts have brought encourage- 
ment and cheer to many who live behind 
the Iron Curtain. As for Israel itself, 
these Hebrew programmes have performed 
a service of the greatest importance in pro- 


‘moting good relations with this country. 


They have maintained educational, cultural, 
and social contacts through a medium of 
communication which aflords equal instruc- 
tion and delight. The details given on 
another page show the high standards which 
the organisers have succeeded in attaining. 
Probably it would be difficult for more to be 
achieved with the facilities at present avail- 
able. It is therefore to be hoped that oppor- 
tunities for the development and extension 
of this valuable service will soon be fofth- 
coming. 


AVICENNA 

THROUGHOUT the Moslem world this year 
is being celebrated as the millenary 
according to lunar reckoning—of AVICENNA 
(in the Arabic, ABu Sina), one of the greatest 
of Islamic thinkers. He was born in 980 C.F. 
in Bokhara and spent most of his life in 
Persia. His birthplace has been identified 
by some commentators with the Biblical 
Habor (Il Kings xvii, 6), and the Jews 
who then dwelt there were perhaps direct 
descendants of the dispersed Ten Tribes. It 
has even been suggested by a_ recent 
biographer that AvicENNA himself was. of 
Jewish origin. In the history of medicine 
and philosophy, his influence upon the 
thought of both Orient and Occident has 
been immense. During the darkness of 
medieval Europe, this Moslem thinker of 
the Middle East devoted himself to recon- 
ciling the truths of science, philosophy, and 
religion. Through the medium of Arabic he 
kept” alive a knowledge of ancient Greek 
thought, and combined the tradition of 
classical philosophy with religious faith in the 
One God. AVICENNA availed himself of the 
findings of Jewish thinkers, and in his turn 
he greatly influenced Maimonipes and later 
Jewish philosophers. His writings reached 
Christian Europe through the Latin transla- 
tions of Jewish scholars and thereby became 
of considerable importance in preparing the 
way for the Renaissance. Some of his works 
were for centuries standard text-books at the 
European universities, and certain of them 
have survived only in Hebrew translations 
In these days of international tension, it is 
pleasant to be reminded of one who has thus 
been rightly honoured in many lands and by 
many faiths ; and we should fee} encouraged 
to look forward to the time when the Middle 


East will again become a centre of blessing 
for ail men,

A DOCTOR’S CONFESSION 


Mr. Sam Modiano is a_ well-known 


journalist and foreign correspondent in 
Greece. 


Ruined by the German invasion of Greece 
m 1941, he was unable to escape. He 
took it upon himself to help as many 
coreligionists as he could to escape the 
Nazi persecution. At the peak of the 
deportation of $2,000 Jews from 
Salonika, he was responsible for saving 
some 400, with false Italian papers, and 
for carrying them safely from Salonika 
to Athens, under the protection of the 
Italian army. 

Himself hunted by the Gestapo, he went 
into hiding, first in Chalkedike, near 
Mount Athos, and then in Athens, in 
the Nea Smirni suburb, assuming the 
name of Professor Sotirios Mavrides— 
a blind man—looked after by a nurse, 
who was actually his own wife using 
another name. He had to change his 
residence night after night 

Ten years after the tragedy which sent 
some 60,000 Jews from Greece to the 
gas-chambers of Birkenau and Ausch- 
witz, Mr. Modiano is about to publish, 
under the title of * Nightmares,’” some 
of the war stories he. found time to 
write in such dangerous circumstances. 
A Doctor's Confession” is one of 
these stories. 

‘There is every reason to believe not only 
that this is a true siory but that the 
courageous old Jew in it was Mr. 
Modiano’s own father, who was cap- 
tured in an Athens hospital while 
undergoing treatment in 1944. -° Mr. 
Modiano’s father died. while in the 
hands of the Gestapo, refusing to dis- 
close the whereabouts of his son.

In our profession 
it sometimes happens that a patient 
dies and we are beset by inward mis- 
givings lest he may have been the 
victim of ignorance or earelessness on 
our part. But I deliberately put an 
end to the life of this unfortunate 
creature, unknown to him, at a 
moment when he was delivered into 
my hands in the depths of despair. 

Three weeks ago an old man of 
respectable appearance was admitted

to the surgical ward of my hospital! 
suffering from atrophy of _ the 
prostate and in need of an immediate 
operation. He was in great pain. He 
was quite alone, and no relatives 
made their appearance at his bedside. 
He was 85 years old, and in spite of 
his age and his intense physical! suffer- 
ing he was resigned to his lot. He 
schooled his emaciated face to smile 
and seem cheerful. He neither cursed 
nor cried aloud. At the height of his 
torment, during sleepless nights, the 
most he did was to groan under the 
bedclothes, quietly in order not to 
disturb his neighbours. 


Difficult Operation 


The operation was difficult and 
dangerous. I had hoped to avoid it 
by preliminary treatment, but the 
atrophy progressed and I had to 
resort to the bistoury. When the 
patient was in the operating theatre 
1 saw that he was circumcised, which 
seemed to indicate that he was a 
foreigner, a Jew or a Moslem 
perhaps. I saw this, but nevertheless 
1 went on with the operation, which 
was successful. The patient with- 
stood the shock well: he would 
recover, and I felt a glow of pride at 
my achievement. When he was taken 
back to bed, weak and exhausted, 
moaning feebly, I went to see him, 
accompanied by the nurses. They, 
too, had noticed that the patient 
appeared not to be a Christian. One 
of them said to me: 

“Perhaps he is a Jew. ....?° 

“ Perhaps,’ I replied. in a_ tone 
somewhat sharper than I would have 
wished 

“How does he happen to be 
here ? persisted the nurse curiously. 

“I have no idea.’ returned 
brusquely ; to put an end to the con- 
versation | added: “ That has nothing 
to do with us; he is a patient, we 
are looking after him, and that’s -all 
there is to it.” 

“It's only that...” demurred the 
nurse. But | turned my back, for this 
uneasy curiosity was pricking me, too. 

Fifteen days passed. Ihe patient 
was improving. He was fitted with a 
catheter, which would have to be 
removed in the course of a second 
operation in a few. months’ time, 
perhaps six months, perhaps even a 
year. ... In the meantime he would 
have to be moved. We had very few 
beds at the hospital, and I could not 
keep him any longer. 

This is where the tragedy begins. 

I summoned the patient to my office 
and told him that he would have to 
leave. L broke the news to him as 
gently as I could, for he was still 
very weak and needed care. For a 
long time he looked at me with his 
quiet eyes, and | could see in their 
depths the subdued glitter of tears. 

“Very well, I will go.” he said. 
Then, after a pause, he sighed, and 
said in a strangled voice. as if ‘to him- 
self: “Where shall I go? ” 


I took his hand and asked: “ Have 
you no relatives, no friends ? ~ 

* Nobody.” he confessed, bending 
his head and again falling silent. Then 
he raised his eyes and gave me a long, 
searching look, There was in his gaze 
something of the gratitude which a 
hunted anima! gives to the human 
being who befriends it. 1 do not 
know why, but at that moment | 
remembered a small dog which as a 
child | had picked out of the stream 
where it was drowning, driven by a 
gang of young louts who were pelting 
it with stones. 

At last he said: 

“ Doctor, you are a good man. ! 
am going to confide in you. | am a 
Jew. My whole family, my children. 
all my friends, have all been carried 
off in the round-up. I was in an Old 
People’s Home and nobody bothered 
about me. But my origin was dis- 
covered when I fell ill. I was sent 
to hospital, but at the same. time I 
was kindly warned that the mstitution 
could keep me no longer without risk 
to themselves. They have all been so 
kind to me there and I don't want to 
get them into trouble. So I shall not 
go back. But where can | go? I 
know nobody and those who know 
me cannot take me in. There is 
nothing for it but to give myself up. 
But | hesitate to do it, for I know 
I shall be questioned and suspicion 
may be cast on those who have been 
good to me. They may even think 
that the Directors of the Home con- 
nived at hiding me. It would be a 
poor return for their kindness, don't 
you think, if I showed my gratitude 
in that way ?” 


Feeling of Compassion 

I felt pity for this likeable old man 
as | listened to his story. I admired 
his delicacy of feeling, and wished | 
cauld do something to help him in 
return for the confidence he had 
placed in me. 

At that moment there was a knock 
on the door. | rose, my heart weighed 
down by gloomy foreboding. 

“Come in.” I said. 

The hospital porter appeared on the 
threshold, flanked by two Gestapo 
men. 

“What do you want?” 
irritably. 

One of the Gestapo men stepped 
aside ‘to make way for an interpreter, 
who said smilingly to me in our native 
Greek: 

“It seems, doctor, that you have a 
Jew here.” 

"A: Jew.?.. Where 7: 

“ This man,” said the Gestapo man 


I asked 


briefly. gesturing at my unfortunate 
patient. 
“Ah!” I replied easily, “I didn't 


know that. He is seriously ill. I 
have operated on him and have just 
been examining him. He must stay 


here for another three weeks for 
treatment. He is. fitted with a 
catheter.” 1 added. 


The old man was sitting on the edge 


of a vast leather armchair. His body 
trembled convulsively. 

_ “ That doesn’t matter,” replied the 
interpreter. “ These gentlemen,” and 
he waved towards the Nazis, “ have 
orders to take him away.” 

“Listen to me,” I said, and 
shrugged my shoulders. “If he siops 
the treatment which he has begun ne 
will die, and you will be taking a 
dead man away.” 

The Gestapo men conferred for a 
moment, then one of them let fall 
the indifferent -reply: “We have 
orders to arrest him-—-dead or alive.” 

I saw that there was no hope. The 
unhappy old man, in all his distress, 
also understood it, and I think he 
realised that any further demur on 
my part would only make matters 
worse for him, and perhaps for me, 
too. Resigned, he rose unsteadily to 
his feet. and looked at the Gestapo 
men with eves full of tears. which feil 
silently on to his beard. I gave him 
my hand. He seized it and pressed 
it in his own trembling ones. 


Cratitude 
“Thank vou. doctor.” he stam- 
mered, in a broken voice which 


seemed already to come from the 
depths of the grave. “ Thank you. 
Someone must have talked. I don't 
mind for myself, it's the others... .” 
His words were lost in the sound of 
his sobs. 

“Good luck to you,” I replied, 
forcing myself to smile at him in spite 
of his intense emotion. At that 
moment an idea flashed like lightning 
through my mind. I turned to the 
interpreter and asked: 

“May I. at least, give my 
his treatment for to-day ? ” 

The Gestapo men. nodded acqu es- 
cence, stipulating only that | be quick 
about it, for they were in a hurry to 
get to their lunch. 

I sent for my bag, took my syringe, 
calmly. steadily, put in a strong dose 
of morpime with nervous precision 
1 pushed up the sleeve of the old 
mans cout and inserted the point ol 
the needle into the thin arm. so 
wasted that it was hardly more than 
skin and bone. | injected the poison 
slowly, very slowly. . The whole busi- 
ness lasted only a moment, but seemed 
like an age. 

Masterme his grief and sorrow, the 
old man smiled at me again, and again 
the image of the little dog persecuted 
by evildoers came to my mind. [hen 
thev took him unceremoniously away. 
sank into the chair where old 
man had been sitting, wiped the sweat 
off my forchead. and lit a. cigarette. 
| heard a car start. That was all. 

The nervous prostration which 
seized me had not gone entirely by the 
evening. | felt -slightly feverish. 
Suddenly the telephone shrilled and 
made me jump * Hallo,” 1 cried, 
“who's that?

The poem is 
addressed to a statue of Apollo by a 


Jewish boy thirsting for beauty, 
colour, and danger. 

1,000 Years of Enmity 
A thousand years of enmity 


between the beauty that was Greece 
amt the ascetic will that was Israel 
have passed, and, at last, as the first 


among many to wake from the 
“bondage of the soul” and the 
“agony of long humiliations, 


Tchernichowsky’s young Jew comes 
to pay homage to the Greek god, 
“the boy-god, glowing, beautiful and 
young.” By praising Apollo, Tcherni- 
chowsky is praising the qualities of 
“life. courage, and beauty,” which, 
he thought, were so sadly lacking in 
the Jewish people through their exile. 
The same love of “ life, courage, and 
beauty ” inspired the “ Pagan Poems’ 
which Tchernichowsky wrote in praise 
of the ancient and native gods 

Canaan, jn praise of Ashtoreth and 


-TCHERNICHOWSKY: A GREAT POET 


By YEHUDA HAEZRAHI 


Tammuz, the gods of love and of the 
sun, These are verses of a curious, 
disturbing beauty, throbbing with 


ancient memories. 


Tchernichowsky had no love for 
the austere, the stern, the awe-inspir- 
ing and high moral purpose of the 
Biblical prophets. Instead he sang 
the praise of those “false prophets ” 
whom he made to embody the wor- 
ship of earthly beauty, joy, and gran- 
deur. Indeed, in Tchernichowsky's 
“Visions of a False Prophet.” the 
men who have been most consistently 
condemned and vilified by Jews 
appear no longer as base “ adorers of 
despicable idols " who refuse to ack- 
nowledge the truth. They are repre- 
sented as men with a deep and holy 
purpose ; lovers of life who seek God 
on the heights of the mountains and in 
the beauty of trees and flowers, who 
love the God which is here and near 
our earth, not far away in empty 
clouds. 

“Hellene™ and “Heathen,” as 
epithets of Tchernichowsky, though 


. true enough, are but partial truths, 


and do not do justice to the whole 
of Tchernichowsky’s work. For 


Tchernichowsky was first and fore- 
most a Hebrew. He wrote in Hebrew 
and his language is saturated with 


‘Biblical imagery. His favourite 
themes are Jewish themes, his feelings 
are Jewish. He seems un-Jewish only 
because his traits differ from what are 
commonly described as Jewish traits. 
He is a member of that “ other Jewry,” 
which, throughout history, has been 
inseparable from the predominant 
trend: that “ other Jewry ” of ancient 
memory, brave, rebellious, and pas- 
sionate, loving the earth and its good- 
ness, loving beauty. 

Again and again Tchernichowsk) 
sang of the followers of “the lord 
of hosts,” who, throughout Jewish his- 
torv, rebelled against a “too 
spiritualised Judaism.” He sang the 
glory of the heroic fighters of Israel, 
who remained great even in defeat. 
He sang of Saul the King who feil on 
Gilboa, of Bar Kochba, the defender 
of Beitar. In “ Baruch of Mayence ™ 
this high spirit lives again in the oppres- 
sion of the Middle Ages, the spirit of 
rebellion is kept alive in the ghettoes 


‘of Germany during the crusades. 


However, Tchernichowsky’s muse 
knew also sweeter strains. In this 
he was unrivalled among his contem- 
poraries. Indeed, to-day it strikes us 
as singular that they should have been 
his contemporaries, especially Bialik, 
whose name is often coupled with 


Tchernichowsky’'s as the great Hebrew 
poets of therr time. Bialik was born 
in a typical Galut townlet. He was 
educated in. the Cheder and the 
Yeshiva. All his life, though he 
rebelled against the Yeshiva and was 
the great herald of the Jewish renais- 
sance, he loved it and longed for it. 


His poetry bears the imprint of this. 


dualitv in feeling and is characterised 


DY But Tchernichowsky. was 
entirely different. He was spared the 
stark, harrowing experiences which 


were the usual lot of the young Jews 
of his generation. It was. almost as 
if he had been born into a generation 
of the future, 


Hebrew Literature Shocked 


Hebrew literature, accustomed to 
restrained sentiment, the dry emotions 
of enlightened rabbis, was frankly 
shocked by Tchernichowsky’s poems. 
Shocked and pleased. Suddenly, 
almost miraculously, the Hebrew 
language, with the arrival of Tcherni- 
chowsky. had remembered how to 
paint flowers, how to sing the beauty 
of women. The Hebrew writers 
remembered that the “Song of 
Songs” had once been written in 
Hebrew. and that this power, though 
dormant for hundreds of years, could 
be recalled and used again to express 
earthly love. A new song passed 
through the Jewish world like a 
clarion call.

AUTHORISATION OF 
MARRIAGES 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHronicie 


Sirn,—Increased controls lead to burea- 
cratic expansion, and the natural out- 
come of the tightening-up of the marriage 
regulations which has, within recent 
years, marked the policy of the Chief 
Rabbinate is the new booklet issued as a 

uide to synagogue officials, which 
ormed the subject of a special article 
in r issue of October 19. 

nder the strains and stresses men- 
tioned in the article, ome can readily 
appreciate the greater care exercised by 
the Chief Rabbi and the need for 
renewed reminders to synagogue officials 
to see that Jewish marriages were being 
performed and the new guide 
helps to fulfil such a need, though there 
is little new in it not already covered by 
the official form of application with its 
additional explanatory notes printed at 
the back thereof. 

At the same time, is it correct to expect 
marriage secretaries to become semi-police 
officers when eliciting information from 
marrying parties? Instruction 4 on page 4 
reads: 

“In secking information you should usc the 
utmost discretion about giving the reasons for 
your questions or disclosing the implications 
which the answers may raise in Jewish law. 
Speaking gencrally. it is wiser foe you tw be 
the one secking information and the partics 
the ones giving t—not vice versa.” 

Since when in Jewish life is the know- 
ledge of a point under the law and the 
explanation thereof to be withheld from 
and denied to anyone wanting a reason 
for what at first sight may appear to be a 
strange and unreasonable question ? And 
why should a Jewish couple be treated as 
actual or potential criminals seeking to 
evade the Law when they take the. initial 
steps towards the fulfilment of an ordin- 
ary clementary Jewish duty, which is to be 
married under the Jewish law? Every 


Jew TOW and as in 


English law is innocent until he is proved 
guilty, and a Jewish couple are entitled 
to every courtesy and consideration when 
making application for their marriage to 
be solemnised in a synagogue. Respect 
for Judaism and the Torah is not going 
to be enhanced if every application for a 
marriage in a synagogue is to be treated 
with suspicion. 

Another feature which I think objec- 
tionable relative to an application for the 
Chief Rabbi's authorisation of a marriage 
is the fee of £2 2s. where previously no 
fee whatever was charged, which since 
1948 has to accompany every application 
form. A nominal fee of Ss. or 7s. 6d. 
would. I think, be ample and, judging 
from the number of marriages solemnised 
throughout the country undet the Chie! 
Rabbi s jurisdiction, should make a hand- 
some contribution towards the mainiten- 
ance of the Chief Rabbinate's offica The 
consideration shown to couples too poor 
to pay the fee by asking congregations to 
pay the full balance of the £2 2s. out of 
their funds seems also an imposition

GREAT SYNAGOGUE 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish Curonicie 
From Mr. NEVILLE LASKI, K.C. 


Sir.—Mr. Harris (in your October 19 
issue) has misread my letter. I did not 
make any statement as to “the vear of the 
estabhshment of the Great Synagoguc.” 
I referred only to the date of “ conse- 
cration” of the synagogue which so 
unhappily was destroyed in 1941. I care- 
fully refrained from any controversy as 
to the date of foundation of an Ashkenazi 
Congregation as such—a matter referred 
to in your last editorial footnote. 

1 may perhaps add that the precursor 
of the Bevis Marks Synagogue, opened in 
Creechurch Lane in 1657 on a siie now 
occupied by Cunard House and Bevis 
Marks, has in its muniment room the 
Ascamot of 1662 written in the first 
nunute book of the congregation. (See 
El Libro de los Acuerdos, edited with an 
introduction by Dr. Lionel D. Barnett.

THE REPARATION DISCUSSIONS 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
From Dr. S. LEVENBERG 


Sin.—Your editorial “ The Reparation 
Discussions "" draws attention to a prob- 
lem which is of ont, ae the 
Jewish people. he German issue is 
exercising the minds of Jewish leaders 
everywhere, and there is no doubt that 
your important suggestions will be con- 
sidered with great care. It seems to me, 
however, that some the statements 
contained in your editorial require further 
elucidation. | 

What are the Jewish claims against 
Germany? They are owo-fold: moral 
and material. Regarding the former no 
self-respecting Jewish body will agree to 
any negotiations, because jn the words 
of the Israch Government's in 
reply to Dr. Adenauer’ recent o- 
nouncement in the Federal German Par- 
lament. “ The murder of six million Jews 
at the hands of the Germans under the 
Nazi régime . . . cannot be erased from 
the annals of humanity by declarations 
however sincere and repentant.

(4) In addition there is one large and 
importam claim for collective compensation by 
Germany to the Jewish peep'ec for all that it 
had suffered under the Nazi régime in Europe. 

On September 20, 1945—immediately 
after the end- of the war—the Jewish 
Agency addressed a letter to the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain. the United States. 
the, Soviet Union, and France: it drew 
aticntion to the losses inflicted upon the 
Jews by Germany and made concrete pro- 
posals for material reparation for the 
purpose of rehabilitating the survivors of 
the greatest catastrophe in Jewish history. 

On March 14, 1951, the Government of 

Israel submitted a note to the Occupying 
Powers demanding the sum of one and a 
half billion dollars as compensation from 
Germany to the Jewish people which is 
now endeavouring to rehabilitate the 
Jewish victims of Nazism in the State of 
Israel, 
The Isracli Government is vitally 
interested in the support of the Zionist 
Movement and the Jewish peop'e as a 
whole for Ks claims against Germany. 
The Jewish Agency has. therefore. taken 
the initiative to convene a representative 
Jewish conference whos purpose is to 
make unmistakably clear how deeply the 
Jewish people feels on the reparation 
issue. The Conference is a result of 
detailed discussions ; it Was convened on 
the advice of political leaders who are in 
close touch with the Great Powers and 
public opinion in Germany. 1 would like

Autumn Fashion

ASHIONS in furs very often

Jewish Cookery 


FRESH HERRINGS 


The awumn season for fresh herrin 
has now begun. They are ~ grilled. 
fried, or plainly soused, and here are a 
few sugeestions for varying the soused 
herring. The dishes can be served euhber 
hot or cold: and the roes can be cooked 
with them or served separately. 


Soused Herrings with Tomatoes 


Six herrings; tomatoes, 4 Ib.; vinegar, 
i pt.; water, pt.; margarine, | 
1 onion: 2 bay kaves: 12 peppercorns ; 
gokien syrup, | dessertspoonfuil; salt. 

ScaLe, clean, and wash the fish, pack 
imto a fireproof dish, and sprink’e wah 
sak. Peel and thinly slice the onion, skin 
and slice tomatoes. Mek the margarine 
and fry the onion for abow 5 minutes 
umtil just turning colour; add the pre- 

red tomatoes. cook for a few minutes 
onger, then stir in the vinegar and water, 
spices and syrup; bring to the boil, then 
pour over the fish. Bake in a slow oven 
about an hour. 


Herrings with Mustard Sauce 


Four herrings: dry mustard, | level! 
teaspoonful: water, 6 tablespoonfuls; 
vinegar, 4 tablespoonfuls: flour, | 07. ; 
sugar, | teaspoonful: sat and pepper. 

ScaLce and clean the fish and remove 
the bones.

Obituary 
MR. A. B. M. SERFATY 


Our Gibrakar Correspondem writes: 


The death of Mr. Abraham Benjamin 
Moses Serfaty, former President of the 
Gibraftar Jewish community, occurred 
on Sabbath at Tangier, where he was on 
a vist to bis daughter. 

Mr. Serfaty, who was 67 years old, 
was a leading barrister in Gibrakar, and 
served as a member of the City Council 
and on other public bodies. 

When he retired from communal work 
for health reasons, last June, after 
40 years service, a presxmation was 
made to Mr. Serfaty at a reception held 
by the Managing Board of the Jewish 
community, and many tributes were paid 
so him for his work for aimom every 
Jewish charitable institution, and for his 
researches into the past of ihe | com- 
munity. He was the author of a book 
on the history of the Jews of Gibraltar. 


MR. MONTAGUE BROWN 


Professor Norman BENTWICH wriics: 
“ Montague Brown, whose recent death 
at the age of SI, is reported from 
South Africa. was one of the veterans of 
the British Administration in Palestine, 
having served throughout the 28 years 
of the Mandatory Government. 

“ He was born in Portsmouth, and was 
the son of the Rev. Raphael Brown, and 
a brother of the Rev. Mendel Brown, 
who ministered in Shanghai Mon- 
taeue Brown went to the Middle East 
with the British Forces at the end of the 
Firss World War. and entered § the 
Government of Palestine at the start of 
Lord Samuel's administration in 1920. 
He was then Chief Clerk in the new 
Department of Agriculture, which, in the 
early period of building up, did great 
things for the development of the land; 
and for years he was the pivot of the 
Department He advanced sicadily in 
the Civil Service. became a senior officer 
of the Finance Department. and then in 
the Secretariat: and was finally an 


_ Assistamt Secretary to the Government. 


In those last troubled and difficult years 
of the Mandate Mr. Brown was the 
senior Jewish officer in the Secretariat, 
and the link between the Jewish Agency 
and the Chief Secretary. 

“ He had from his family a tradition 
of learning, and took a degree in 
economics at London University. After 
his vears of devoted and unbroken ser- 
vice in Palestine, he found a congenial! 
post as Chief Clerk of the Universay of 
Witwatersrand, Johannesburg At the 
same tome he was Chairman of the South 
African Jewish Sociological and Histori- 
cal Society. All those who knew him in 
Palestine, whether Jew or Gentile, will 
retain a sweet memory of a loyal col- 
league in Government and of a genile 
friend who loved and pursued peace.” 


THE LATE COL. FE. M. HALSTED 


Brigade Commandant Haroip M. 
Lion, Deputy Commandant of the 
J.L.B.. writes: “In the grievous pass- 
mg of Ernest M. Halsied the youth of 
the community loses one of Ks staunchest 
friends and counsellors. Col. Halsted 
Started in 1897 as Captam and Adjutant 
of the Free School Company of the 
J.L.B., becoming, five years jater, the 
Chief Staff Officer, and in 1926 he suc- 
ceeded Sir Frederic Nathan as Com- 
mandam of the Brigade. He retired 
from this posrtion in 1945, but remained 
an active member of the Headquarters 
Committee, and attended the meeting as 
recently as the lith of this month. 

“ For over half a century his guidance, 
clear thinking, and charm of manner 
endeared him to all wth whom he came 
into contact, It was grand to observe 
the team work existing between him and 
Ernest’ M. Joseph, C.B.E., the present 
Vice-Commandam. It is no exaggera- 
tion to Say that ihe success of the J.L.B. 
and most of our clubs has been due to 
their splendid co-operation. 

“Col. Halsted’s ideals are being 
carried on by his son, Victor M. Halsted. 
and son-in-law, Stanley M. Harris. 
O.B.E., both of whom are actively occu- 
pied in furthering the work of the 
Brigade.” 


A memorial service for Col. Halsted 
was held on Wednesday at the Bays. 
water Synagoguc. The officiating minis- 
ters were the Rev. S. Gold, Rabbi M. 
Ginsberg, and the Rev. A. Barnett, who 
gave the address.

“Ie came as a shock to me to hear of 
the passing away recenily, Bucharest, 
of Rabbi Abraham Aryeh Rosen, the Ab 
Beth Din for many years in Falticeni, 
Rumania. He had planned to sete in 
Israel with his wife soon after Yommov. 
The deceased was a pupil of the famous 
Rabbi of Lemberg, R. Isaac Shmelkes, 
known to scholars as the author of the 
‘Beth Yitzhak.” Rabbi Rosen was « 
auhor of the ‘Sha‘agat Aryeh, Beer 
Abraham.’ and many other works, some 
of them still in MS. form and in the 
keeping of his son-in-law, Rabbi Dr. 
W. Gottlieb, of Glasgow, who imends to 
publish them in due course. 

Rabbi J. Hesner writes: “ Rabbi 
Rosen was a personalky who attracted 
his congregants, as well as others who 
were privileged to sce or hear him, b 
his goodness and kindness, with whic 
were combined great erudition and 
eloquence. A saintly figure has dis- 
appeared from Rumanian Jewry, a con- 


gregational leader who reached the 
hearts of his followers through his 
sincerity. He waited daily, with his 


wife, for permission from the Govern- 
mem to emigrate to Israel, but did not 
lve to see the fulfilment of his wishes. 
lt is hoped that Rabbi Rosen's remains 
will finally be brought to rest in Isfael. 
His children, a daughter (ithe wife of 
Rabbi Dr. W. Gottlieb, in Glasgow), 
and son (Rabbi Rosen, in Bucharest), 
may derive some comfort from the sym- 
pathy that goes om to them from the 
large circle of those who knew and 
respected him.”

HUMOUR BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 
By A. HARKAVI 


Among the many 
characteristics rapidly disappearing 
from Jewish life in the countries 
behind the Iron Curtain are Jewish 
humour and wit. The sparkling joke, 
which sustained many a Jew and pro- 
duced a laugh even in the saddest days, 
has become a rare commodity, 

In the USSR. and the satellite 
countries there are two kinds of jokes— 
those that are told in private and stil! 
retain their specific Jewish wit, and those 
that are told publicly and in the Press. 
invariably of a propaganda nature. 
political, crude, and unpolished. Travellers 
arriving from behind the tron Curtain 
not mirequentiy bring back some tale 
which produces a real laugh—evidence 
that the Jewish sense of humour has not 
yet been entirely suppressed. 

In Geneva this summer, the story went 
round of how Mr. Hilary Minc, the Polish 
Vice-Premier, was trying to reach his 
friend, Mr. Kaganovich, in the Russian 
Politburo. The line between Warsaw and 
Moscow was indistinct, and Kaganovich 
could not catch the speaker's name. Minc 
spelt it for him saying: “ M for Mitzva, 
Yid for Yichus, N for Nachus, and C for 
Tzoorus.”” And hearing Tzoorus, Kaga- 
novich exclaimed: Ah, Tzoorus' Muinc 
of Warsaw! How are you?” 

In Bucharest, the latest joke circulating 
about Anna Pauker is that one sunny 
morning she emerged trom the Foreign 
Office wearing a raincoat. She opencd 
her umbrella. Asked the reason, she 
replied: “I have just heard over the 
radio that it is raining in Moscow.” 


Cry from the Heart 


interesting 


Another joke going the, rounds behind 
the Iron Curtain—it is used to illustrate 
the situation of the Jews im the Soviet 
Union—is about the Moscow Jew who 
sought permission to telephone to some 
Jews in New York. He only wanted, he 
said, to say one word on the line. For 
months he tried in vain to get permission 
from the Soviet Post Office. Frusiratcd, 
he finally appealed to Stalin, who 
intrigued by this strange desire, granicd 
the necessary permission, wondering what 
the Jew would actually On obtain. 
ing his connection and having made sur 


that he was actually talking to New 
+ York, the Jew shouted: “ Geval!” 

Whenever Government propaganda 
extols the “great happiness * dus 
groisse glick “—of the citizens ihc 
Communist countnes, Jewish wits wrily 


say: “ Yes. this ts truc. But cuizens are 


. sul divided into two classes: those who 


‘shtei ’ (stand) and those who * siz” (sit) 
—~hose who siand in queucs, in tra.ns. 
in @rams, in buses, and those who sit 
behind iron. bars.” 

This kind of joke ts, of course, nly 
repeated privately, and it is guarded like 
a State secret. The jokes in the press are 
of quite a different kind. They are nearly 
all unconcealed political. propaganda 
Thus, for instance, the Yiddish VoLk- 
sTiMMe, of Warsaw. which recently intro- 
duced a special humorous corner, prints 
nearly every week a dozen or so Yiddish 
jokes, significantly for consumption on 
the Sabbath. Here are some of them! 

One Russian asks another: “ What do 
they mean by the American way of liic? ” 
is » American way of life is so high 
that very few can afford it.” 

Two American soldiers in Korea are 
discussing the dismissal of General Mac- 
Arthur. “I can't understand it,” says 
one. “ This MacArthur does not agree 
with Truman and is immediately calicd 
back home. I, too, don’t agree with 
Truman and have not agreed with him 
for some time. But 7] am not recalicd.” 


Death on the Air 


Most of the jokes are anti-American 
and agains the Western Powers. 
Recently, some have also been directed 
against Israel. Someone commilied 
suicide in a New York hotel, and news- 
papermen. came hurrying to inquire who 
i was. The hotel manager declined to 
give the name and merely stated that the 
person who had committed suicide was 
“the greatest liar in the world.” One of 
the reporters rushed to the te‘ephone and 
sent a message that a member of the staff 
of the Voice of America had/ taken his 
life. 

Smith, the famous Chicago. gangsier, 
was being released for the filth ume from 
Sing Sing. “Is it not time,” the prison 
chaplain said to him, “ now that you are 
being given your freedom, that you tried 
to learn some useful trade?” “1 am 
sorry, Mr. Chaplain,” Smith replied. 
“TI can't do it. I have just received a 
telegram inviting me to become a 
Senatot in Washington.’ 

A reporter on a West German news- 
paper, who returned from the Berlin 
Youth Festival last August, informed his 
editor that he had written a long article 
about the event. “* What did you write? 
asked the editor. “Oh! I described all 
1 saw.” “Are you mad?” said the 
“Do you want to see the paper 
losed down? 
- McCloy asked Adenauer; “ How many 
soldiers would you say the German Army 
should be allowed? “ “* At least 250,000, 
was the reply. MoCloy then wrned to 
Shumacher: “And what is your 
opinion?” too, think that there 
should be at least 250,000." “ Well, in 


that case,” MoCloy replied, “as want 
to satisfy you both, we shall form a 
Wehrmactn of half a million.” 

Some of these jokes are repeated in 
non-Jewish papers in the countries behind 
the Iron Curtain. But this one was recently 
published in a Yiddish paper. A Jewish 
immigrant in Israel asked to see the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs in Tel Aviv. 
The Minister's secretary replied: “ The 
Minister is away. He has gone to 
America.” “Can I see the Deputy 
Mimster 7" “ No! ” answered the secre- 
ey. “ He, too, has gone to America.” 
“ Perhaps, I could see the First Secre- 
tary? the immigrant persisted. “ No,” 
came the reply. “ You can't. Nor can 
you see the Second or Third Secretary !” 
* Well, in that case, could | bring my 
wife and twelve children to live in the 
empty offices? ”

MR. A. B. M. SERFATY 


Our Gibrakar Correspondem writes: 


The death of Mr. Abraham Benjamin 
Moses Serfaty, former Presidem of the 
Gibrafitar Jewish community, occur 
on Sabbath at Tangier, where he was on 
a visit to his daughter. 

Mr. Serfaty, who was 67 years old, 
was a leading barrister in Gibrakar, and 
served as a member of the City Council 
and on other public bodics. 

When he retired from communal work 
for health reasons, last June, after 
40 years’ service, a presematiion Was 
made to Mr. Serfaty al a reception held 
by the Managing Board of the Jewish 
community, and many tributes were paid 
to him for his work for almost every 
Jewish charitable institution, and for his 
researches into the past of «he | com- 
munity. He was the author of a book 
on the history of the Jews of Gibraltar. 


MR. MONTAGUE BROWN 


Professor NorMaNn BENTWICH Writes: 
“ Montague Brown, whose recent death 
at the age of Sl, is reported from 
South Africa. was one of the veterans of 
the British Administration in Palestine, 
having served throughout the 28 years 
of the Mandatory Government. 

“ He was bora in Portsmouth, and was 
the son of the Rev. Raphael Brown, and 
a brother of the Rev. Mendel Brown, 
who ministered in Shanghai. Mon- 
taeue Brown went to the Middle East 
with the British Forces at the end of the 
Firsts World War. and entered the 
Government of Palestine at the Start of 
Lord administraiion in 1920. 
He was then Chief Clerk in the new 
Department of Agricukure, which, in the 
early period of building up, did great 
things for the development of the land; 
and for years he was the pivot of the 
Department. He advanced steadily in 
the Civil Service. became a senior officer 
of the Finance Department, and then in 
the. Secretariat: and was finally an 
Assistamt Secretary t© the Government. 
In those last troubled and difficult years 
of the Mandate Mr. Brown was the 
senior Jewish officer in the Secretariat, 
and the link between the Jewish Agency 
and the Chief Secretary. 

“ He had from his family a tradition 
of learning, and took a degree in 
economics at London University. After 
his years of devoted and unbroken ser- 
vice in Palestinc, he found a congenial 
post as Chief Clerk of the Universay of 
Wrwatersrand, Johannesburg. At the 
same.time he was Chairman of the South 
African Jewish Sociological and Histori- 
cal Society. All those who knew him in 
Palestine, whether Jew or Gentile, will 
retain a sweet memory of a loya! col- 
league in Government and of a gentle 
friend who loved and pursued peace.” 


THE LATE COL. E. M. HALSTED 


Brigade Commandant Haroip M. 
Lion, Deputy Commandant of the 
J.L.B.. writes: “In the grievous pass- 
mg of Ernest M. Halsted the youth of 
the community loses one of Ks staunchest 
friends and counsellors. Col. Halsted 
started in 1897 as Captain and Adjutant 
of the Free School Company of the 
J.L.B., becoming, five years jater, the 
Chief Staff Officer, and in 1926 he suc- 
ceeded Sir Prederic Nathan as Com- 
mandam of the Brigade. He retired 
from this posrtion » 1945, but remained 
an active member of the Headquarters 
Committee, and attended the meeting as 
recently as the lith of this month.

“Ie came as a shock to me to hear of 
the passing away recently, in Bucharest, 
of Rabbi Abraham Aryeh Rosen, the Ab 
Beth Din for many years in Falticeni, 
Rumania. He had planned to settle in 
Isracl with his wife soon after Yomtovy. 
The deceased was a pupil of the famous 
Rabbi of Lemberg, R. Isaac Shmelkes, 
known to scholars as the author of the 
‘Beth Yitzhak. Rabbi Rosen was the 
amhor of the ‘ Sha’agat Aryeh,” * 
Abraham.’ and many other works, some 
of them still in MS. form and in the 
keeping of his son-in-law, Rabbi Dr. 
W. Gottlieb, of Glasgow, who imnicnds to 
publish them in due course.” 

Rabbi J. Hesne: writes: “ Rabbi 
Rosen was a personaly who attracted 
his congregants, as wel) as others who 
were privileged to see or hear him, b 
his goodness and kindness, with whic 
were combined great erudition and 
eloquence. A _ saintly figure has dis- 
appeared from Rumanian Jewry, a con- 
gregational leader who reached the 
hearts of his followers through his 
sincerity. He waited daily, with his 
wife, for permission from the Govern- 
mem to emigrate to Isracl, but did not 
live to see the fulfilment of his wishes. 
kt is hoped that Rabbi Rosen's remains 
will finally be brought to rest in Israel. 
His children, a dauginer (the wife of 
Rabbi Dr. W. Gottlieb, in Glasgow), 
and son (Rabbi Rosen. in Bucharest), 
may derive some comfort from the sym- 
pathy that goes ow to them from ‘the 
large circle of those who knew and 
respected him.”

HUMOUR BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 
By A. HARKAVI 


Among the many _ interesting 
characteristics rapidly disappearing 
from Jewish life in the countries 
behind the iron Curtain are Jewish 
humour and wit. The sparkling joke, 
which sustained many a Jew and pro- 
duced a laugh even in the saddest ys, 
has become a rare commodity, 

In the USSR. and the satellite 
countries there are two kinds of jokes— 
those that are told in private and stil! 
retain their oo Jewish wit, and those 
that are told publicly and in the Press. 
invariably of a propaganda nature. 
political, crude, and unpolished. Travellers 
arriving from behind the tron Curtain 
not infrequently bring back some tale 
which produces a real laugh—evidence 
that the Jewish sense of humour has not 
yet been entirely suppressed. 

In Geneva this summer, the story went 
round of how Mr. Hilary Minc, the Polish 


 Vice-Premier, was trying to reach his 


friend, Mr. Kaganovich, in the Russian 
Politburo. The line between Warsaw and 
Moscow was indistinct, and Kaganovich 
could not catch the speaker's name. Minc 
spelt n for him saying: “ M for.Mitzva, 
Yid for Yichus, N for Nachus, and C for 
Tzoorus.”” And hearing Tzoorus, Kaga- 
novich exclaimed: Ah, Tzoorus! Mince 
of Warsaw! How are you?” 

In Bucharest, the latest joke circulating 
about Anna Pauker is that one sunny 
morning she emerged from the Forcien 
Office wearing a raincoat. She opened 
her umbrella. Asked the reason, she 
replied: “I have just heard over the 
radio that it is raining in Moscow.” 


Cry from the Heart 


Another joke going the rounds behind 
the Lron Curtain—it is used to illustrate 
the situation of the Jews in the Soviet 
Union—1s about the Moscow Jew who 
sought permission to telephone to some 
Jews in New York. He only wanted. he 
said, to say one word on the line. For 
months he tried in vain to get permission 
from the Soviet Post Office. Frusiraicd 
he finally appealed to. Stalm, who. 
intrigued by this strange desire, granied 
the necessary permission, wondering what 
the Jew would actually On obtain 
ing his connection and having made sure 
that he was actually talking to New 
York, the Jew shouted: “Gevalt!” 

Whenever Government propaganda 
exiols the “great happiness * dus 
growsse glick “-—-of the citizens in ihe 
countries, Jewish wits wrily 
“ Yes, this ss truc. But cuizens are 


shte: (stand) and those who sitz (sit) 
—those who stand in queues, in tra:ns, 
in trams, in buses, and those who sit 
behind iron bars.” 

This kind of joke is, of course, only 
repeated privately, and it is guarded like 
a State secret. The jokes in the press are 
of quite a different kind, They are nearly 
all unconcealed political propaganda 
Thus, for instance, the Yiddish VoLk- 
STIMME, Of Warsaw. which recently intro- 
duced a special humorous corner, prints 
nearly every week a dozen or so Yiddish 
jokes, significantly for consumption on 
the Sabbath. Here are some of them! 

One Russian asks another: “ What do 
they mean by the American way of hic? ~ 
“The American way of life is so high 
that very few can afford it.” 

Two American soldiers in Korea are 
discussing the dismissal of General Mac- 
Arthur. “I! can't understand it,” says 
one. “ This MacArthur does not agree 
with Truman and is immediately. called 
back home. I, too, don't agree with 
Truman and have not agreed with him 
for some time. But / am not recalicd.” 


Death on the Air 


Most of the jokes. are anti-American 
and agains the Western Powers. 
Recently, some have also been directed 
against Israel. Someone committed 
suicide in a New York hotel, and news- 
papermen. came hurrying to inquire who 
it was. The hotel manager declined to 
give the name and merely stated that the 
person who had commitied suicide was 
“the greatest liar in the world.” One of 
the reporters rushed to the te‘ephone and 
sent a message that a member of the staff 
of the Voice of America had/ taken his 
life. 

Smith, the famous Chicago gangsiecr,

The Minister's secretary replied: “ The 
Minister is away. He has gone to 
America.” “Can I see the Deputy 
Mimster ? “ No! answered the secre- 
eg. “ He, too, has gone to America.” 
“ Perhaps, I could see the Firs Secre- 
tary?’ the immigrant persisted. “ No,” 
came the reply. “ You can't. 
you see the Second or Third Secretary ! ” 
* Well, in-that case, could I bring my 
wife and twelve children to live in the 
empty offices? ”
